Cloud-Burst at Baker's Summit 
Last Thursday afternoon between 


4 and 5 o'clock a cloud-burst struck 
that section of the Cove about two 
miles south of Baker's Summit on 
the mountain at the head of Potter 
Creek. From the water-break at the 
summit to Lafayettesville there are 
seven small streams that start fron 
the mountain to make up Potte 
Creek.

Some peopl 
lost all their bread, butter and milk 
so that they had nothing to eat 
Neighbors took food to their home 
to help them out over night. It tore 
out fences, roads, bridges, carried 
away hogs, chickens, hay and oats 
the loss of property being large.

m. train was almost swept from the 
rails by the wind and water. 


One hundred tons of rock, loosed

Editor Gazette: It was my privi- 


lege to attend the twelfth Interna- 
tional Sunday School Convention at 
Louisville, Ky., which was in session 
in that city from the 18th to 24th of 
June.

When the Lord told Samuel that Saul 


could no longer be king it grieved him 
so that he cried unto the Lord all 
night, and, although he went to see 
him no more, he continued to mourn 
for him (chapter xv, 11, 35); hence the 
opening words of our lesson chapter, 
"How long wilt thou mourn for Saul 
seeing I have rejected him from reign- 
ing over Israel?" It is well to remind 
ourselves that the c^use of Saul's be- 
ing rejected by the Lord was his re- 
jection of the word of the Lord (xv, 
23, 20), for in these days the word of 
the Lord is being rejected by many 
who still profess to be His friends, but 
it cannot be, for those who reject or 
even question the word of God are in 
the service of Him whose £rst record- 


"Yea, hath God 
There are many 


also who, like Samuel, seem to side 
--more with the Sauls than with the 
Lord. 
Matt, sii, 30, is a searching 


word, "He that is not \s ith me is 
against me," and we must stand whole 
heartedly with Him for every word 
the Spirit has written, receiving it, 
holding it fast, rightly dividing it and 
holding it forth (Jas. i; Tit. i; 1 1 Tim. 
ii; Phil. ii). To be on the Lord's side 
means to stand with Him against even 
the nearest and dearest as Levi did, 
for only thus can we turn people away 
from iniquity (Ex. xxxii, 26-29; Mai. 
li, 4-6). 


"Fill thine horn with oil and go; I 


will send thee, * * * for I have provid- 
ed me a king." These words carry us 
back to that great name "Jehovah- 
jireh" (Gen. sxii, 14). The Lord will 
see or provide, and He who provided 
the lamb has also provided a king who 
shall sit on the throne of David and 
reign over the house of Jacob forever. 
The Lamb and the King shall be seen 
to be one and the same, for when John 
was told that the lion of Judah had 
prevailed to break the seals and open 
the book he looked and beheld a lamb 
as it had been slain (Rev. v, 5, 6). 
Thinking of the Lord seeing and pro- 
viding leads me to say that I find a 
lot of comfort in the name of that 
well by which the Lord comforted 
Hagar (Gen. xvi, 14, margin), "The 
well of Him that liveth and seeth me." 
We are reminded also of our Lord's 
word, "Your Heavenly Father know- 
etla what things ye have need of" 
<Matt. vi, 32). 


Samuel seems to be a little out of 


fellowship, for his "How can I go? 
Saul will kill me" (verse 2), does not 
sound like prompt and hearty obedi- 
ence. Possibly his continued mourn- 
ing for the rejected Saul was the 
cause of it. The Lord graciously and 
patiently gave him a commission which 
included the former and dispelled his 
fears. Doubtless this was the Lord's 
original intention, but Samuel got in 
his question of fear before the Lord 
had finished His commission. Now it 
is all plain, and Samuel has only to 
do that which the Lord spake (verse 4), 
and he did it. Jesse and seven of his 
sons came to meet Samuel, who had 
been looking so long at a tall, fine look- 
Ing man, Saul, that when he set eyes 
upon Eliab, whose countenance and 
height made him conspicuous, he said, 
"Surely the Lord's anointed is before 
Him" (verses G, 7). But note the Lord's 
message, "I have refused him, for the 
Lord seeth not as man seeth, for man 
looketh on the outward appearance, 
but the Lord looketh on the heart." 
What a word for us to keep in mind 
in connection with I Cor. i, 20-29! We 
will need it as long as we continue in 
these mortal bodies— not the outward 
of form or figure, of height or coun- 
tenance, of eloquence or oratory, or 
anything that the merely natural man 
is apt to consider, but the attitude of 
the heart toward God. They said of 
the great apostle Panl that, while his 
letters were weighty and powerful, 
his bodily presence was weak and his 
speech contemptible (II Cor. x, 10) 
As the seven sons passed before Sam- 
uel the word came again and again 
"The Lord hath not chosen this." What 
a great and comforting truth it is that 
when a sintier comes to Christ for sal-

HOUSEHOLD NOTES 


Scalding hot milk is more effective 


in removing stains from linen or cot- 
tan fabrics than boiling water. 


Use adhesive plaster to fasten la- 


bels to cans or bottles. It is danger- 
ous .to leave either without being 
plainly labeled. 


Put a pinch of salt into coal oil 


lamps for a more brilliant light. For 
a polish, rub the chimneys with fine 
salt. 


Wring a cloth from vinegar and 


wrap it several thicknesses around 
cheese to keep it from moulding or 
drying. 


Add half a teacupful of salt to two 


quarts of water, or in that proportion, 
to the lower compartment of a double 
boiler; less time will be required to 
cook the contents of the lower one. 


For a cold night one can make de- 


licious hot chocolate by melting in a 
little hot water a cake of sweet choc- 
olate and adding milk. 
This takes 


only a few minutes and is always of 
the right sweetness.- 


A small button of garlic, in a quart 


of vinegar will give it a mysterious, 
delicious flavor, and it will immense- 
ly improve salads or anything in 
which it is used. 


Knives which have ivory handles 


which have become darkened should 
have the handles rubbed with half a 
lemon which has been dipped in salt. 
After treating them thus wash in 
warm water. 


If when one is ready to clean pic- 


tures it is found that the dust has 
sifted through the backing, which has 
not been firm, and an ugly mark is 
made on the white rim, it can be re- 
moved easily by rubbing the dirty 
place with a stale piece of white 
bread, leaving it quite as fresh-look- 
ing as when new.

A Cement Walk 


A good cement walk may be made 


as follows: 


Dig out your path eight inches 


deep. Fill in and tamp down solid as 
possible four inches of gravel, crush- 
ed stone or coal cinders. The latcer 
should be used if possible, and may 
be had at gas works or manufactur- 
ing plants. Moisten it only enough to 
pack and be careful not to make it 
too wet. 


Then, while the cinders are damp, 


take five parts clean, coarse sand and 
very fine gravel or crushed stone, 
mixed, about equal quantities, to one 
part of Portland cement. Mix thor- 
oughly while dry and dampen it only 
enough 
to 


very 
thick 


as fast as it can be used, and spread 
it quickly, three inches deep, using a 
wheelbarrow to carry it and a shovel 
and hoe to spread it. 


For finishing use equal parts Port- 


land cement and ordinary clean, 
sharp plastering sand. Mix thorough- 
ly while dry then as fast as it can be 
used add water and mix until it is 
like plaster mortar. Dump it on the 
first coat one inch thick, level the 
top with the edge of a board, smooth 
with a trowel, if necessary, and when 
it begins to dry sprinkle gently or 
spray it with water, a little occasion- 
ally, the first day, and within a week 
it will become as hard as stone. All 
cement walks are liable to be cracked 
by frost, but that only slightly in- 
jures them.

Philadelphia and Alle- 
gheny counties, and to give the General 
Assembly power to establish a separate 
court in Philadelphia county, with crim- 
inal and miscellaneous jurisdiction. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senate 


and House of Representatives Jn Genvral 
-Assembly met, That the following amend- 
ments to the Constitution of Pennsylva- 
nia .be. and the same are hereby, pro- 
posed in accordance with the eighteenth 
artlclo thereof:— 


That section six of article five be amend- 


ed by striking out the said section and 
inserting in place thereof the following: 


Section 6. In the counties of Philadel- 


phia and Allegheny all the jurisdiction 
and powers now vested in the 
several 


numbered courts of common pleas, shall 
b° vested in one court of common picas 
in each of said counties, composed of all 
the judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ox- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institutei] 
in the several numbered courts, and shall 
be subject to such changes as may be 
made by law, and subject to change of 
venue as provided by law. The president 
judge of each of the said courts shall be 
selected as provided by law. The number 
of judges in each of said courts may be, 
by law. increased from time to time. This 
amendment shall take effect on the first 
Monday of January succeeding its adop- 
tion.

In the county of Philadelphia the Genera!

Amendment Two—To Article Four, Sec- 


tion Twenty-one. 


Section 3. Amend section twenty-one of 


article four, -which reads as follows:— 


"The term of the Secretary of Internal 


Affairs shall be four years: of the Audi- 
tor General three years; and of the State 
Treasurer two years. These officers shall 
be chosen by the qualified electors of the 
State at general elections. 
No person 


elected to the office of Auditor General 
or State Treasurer shall be capable of 
holding the same offlc° for two consecu- 
tive terms," so as to read:— 


The terms of the Secretary of Internal 


Affairs, 
the Auditor General, 
and 
the 


State Treasurer shall each be four years; 
and they shall be chosen by the qualified 
electors of the State at general elections;

Amendment Three—To Article Five, Sec- 


tion Eleven. 


Section 4. Amend section eleven of ar- 


ticle five, which reads as follows:—

Constitution, justices 'of 
the peace or 


aldermen shall be elected in the several 
wards, districts, boroughs and townships 
at the time of the election of constables, 
by the qualified electors thereof, In such 
manner as shall be directed by law. and 
shall be commissioned by the Governor 
for a term of five years. 
No township, 


ward, district or borough shall elect more 
than two justices of the peace or alder- 
men -without the consent of a majority 
of

electors within

township, ward or borough; no person 
shall be elected to such office unless he 
shall have resided within the township, 
borough, ward or district for one year 
next preceding his election. In cities con-
